POOR CHARLIE SAYS: 


HOWARD UNIV. EYES COMMIES 
Dr. James M. Nabrit, Jr., president of Howard 
University in the nation’s capital, recently iden­ 
tified 
and denounced communist activity on his 
campus. He announced to a student assembly, 
and later at a press conference, that communists 
had joined a student protest group at the pre­ 
dominantly Negro university in an attempt 
to 
“ disrupt our fight for justice” in the civil rights 
movement. 
Dr. Nabrit said communists “ do not believe in 
civil rights for anyone. They thrive on dissen­ 
sion. They create mythical evils and invent is ­ 
sues, but do not want solutions to problems.” Dr. 
Nabrit described communists as “ children of law ­ 
lessn ess and disciples of destruction. They must 
be unmasked for the frauds they are. They must 
be fought in every arena and must not be per­ 
mitted to prevail.” 
Such alertness and such forthright condemnation 
of communism did not characterize the situation 
at the Berkeley campus of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, which was shaken by student riots in which 
children of veteran communists and members of 
various pro-Soviet and pro-Chinese communist 
groups took a leading role. At that time, univer­ 
sity buildings were occupied by rioters, and police 
were surrounded and prevented from doing their 
duty. 
In the last outbreak, bands of students paraded 
with large placards on which obscene four-letter 
words appeared. Sound trucks also were used to 
blare out obscenities. 
All this, said the student 
rebels, in the name of student Freedom. 
How easily the communists were able to win 
converts in this area with the battle cry of “free 
speech” (later called “ filthy speech” ) 
and op­ 
position to public authority. This was underscored 
recently by the Chief Counsel of the Senate In­ 
ternal Security Subcommittee of the Judiciary 
Committee, J. G. Sourwine. 
In an interview, he 
told how the communists are actively working on 
students here in the United States. He explained 
how' a communist drive on youth was begun more 
than three years ago, with an increased emphasis 
by the Party on college students. 
Why 
shouldn’t a communist be allowed to teach 
in a school?, Mr. Sourwine was asked. 
“ The reason for this is best explained, I think, 
by a sim ile. 
When a man builds a granary, he 
builds into the granary every protection he can 
think of against rats because he knows if the 
grain is there, the rats will try to get in. And 
if they get in, thev’lJ spoil the grain. He knows 
this because of the nature of rats with grain. He 
doesn’t have to find a particular rat spoiling a 
particular grain of wheat in order to need pro­ 
tection for his granary or know that he needs it.” 
A veteran of 15 years with the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee, Mr. Sourwine knows that 
every member of the Communist Party has been 
indoctrinated. Each member has been put under 
discipline, has been accepted by the Party, and 
has accepted the responsibility of exploiting any 
situation for the benefit of the party. 
A communist teacher, therefore, is incapable of 
exercising academic Freedom because he is not 
permitted by his obligation to the Party to teach 
anything contrary to the Party line. 
“ The 
whole job of the communist teacher, 
states Mr. Sourwine, “ is to do those things and 
to teach those things which will help the Party 
obtain its objective of gaining the minds of the 
students, gaining control over them where pos­ 
sible, advancing its propaganda and making new 
recruits Iot’ the Party.” 
Mr. Sourwine was asked how many tax-supported 
schools and colleges have been used in the last 
few years as platforms for communist speakers. 
“ I think it’s safe to say not less than 200 and 
probably not more than 400, although I think the 
total number of appearances by communists on 
college campuses may have exceeded 400 sub­ 
stantially.” 
He explained that the communist purpose is to 
condition the students. 
“ The finest mechanical or electronic computer 
that the mind of man can conceive of w ill give the 
wrong answers or break down if false data is fed 
into it — at least until the computer has been given 
a sufficient amount of true data to develop within 
the computer an ability to reject 
that w'hich is 
false. 
The 
human mind is the finest computer 
that was ever made (but). . .if false basic prem­ 
ises are fed into it, and it works properly, false 
answers will come out.” 
By reaching for youth at a time when they are 
particularly vulnerable, the Communist 
Party 
hopes to make major gains in its college campus 
campaign. From the college campuses they trans­ 
port them to marches in Washington. The Party’ 
definitely had a hand in the so-called “ students” 
march on Washington 
last April — a protest 
against United States policy in Vietnam. Back in 
March, the Communist Party National Organiza­ 
tion Department sent a 
letter to all district of­ 
ficials directing vigorous support of the project. 
That same month the national Headquarters of the 
\\ .E.B. DuBois Clubs, the party’s youth organiza­ 
tion, sent letters to its branches throughout the 
country calling for their full backing. This m es­ 
sage offered to supply materials. The letters said: 
“ In an effort to rally the broadestand most uni­ 
fied support for protest, the National Office has 
prepared 
for distribution pamphlets, petitions, 
leaflets, and posters. The club name does not 
appear on some of them because they are de- 
signe <i io* use by anyone who will use them. There 


will be a cost for this massive ellort. 
“ For the first time in many years there is ac­ 
tually a debate raging in the country over our 
foreign policy in the Far East. . .Significant 
voices in labor, religion, and government have 
spoken out against our policy. . .If carried for­ 
ward, stepped up and coordinated, this could be a 
most healthy development (for communism) 
in 
American politics. . . 
“ We are of the firm opinion that at this moment 
it is possible to mobilize massive support for a 
movement to bring peace to Vietnam.. .We there­ 
fore call upon all chapters, members and friends 
of all groups and individuals in a stepped - up 
campaign to end the war in Vietnam.” 
Federal authorities definitely know'that last year 
the Kremlin established a huge “global solidarity” 
fund to finance communist - led student agitation 
throughout the world. 
For this purpose here in 
the United States and in Latin America during 
1965, the Kremlin allocated $100 million. 
A top government official recently told con­ 
gressional leaders: 
“ The 
outbreak of student 
agitation and lawlessness at the University of 
California, and the demonstration in Washington. 
. . .in which numerous communists were involved, 
stem directly from the Kremlin global plan. They 
follow 
the usual communist pattern. This is a 
new' sixth column operation of the Kremlin” .

HOWARD UNIV. EYES COMMIES 
Dr. Jam es M. Nabrit, Jr., president of Howard 
University in the nation’s capital, recently iden­ 
tified 
and denounced communist activity on his 
campus. He announced to a student assembly, 
and later at a press conference, that communists 
had joined a student protest group at the pre­ 
dominantly Negro university in an attempt 
to 
“ disrupt our fight for justice” in the civil rights 
movement. 
Dr. Nabrit said communists “ do not believe in 
civil rights for anyone. They thrive on dissen­ 
sion. They create mythical evils and invent is­ 
sues, but do not want solutions to problem s.” Dr. 
Nabrit described communists as “ childrenof law­ 
lessness and disciples of destruction. They must 
be unmasked for the frauds they are. They must 
be fought in every arena and must not be per­ 
mitted to prevail.” 
Such alertness and such forthright condemnation 
of communism did not characterize the situation 
at the Berkeley campus of the University of Cali­ 
fornia, which was shaken by student riots in which 
children of veteran communists and members of 
various pro-Soviet and pro-Chinese communist 
groups took a leading role. At that time, univer­ 
sity buildings were occupied by rioters, and police 
were surrounded and prevented from doing their 
duty. 
In the last outbreak, bands of students paraded 
w ith large placards on which obscene four-letter 
words appeared. Sound trucks also were used to 
blare out obscenities. 
All this, said the student 
rebels, in the name of student Freedom. 
How easily the communists were able to win 
converts in this area with the battle cry of “ free 
speech” (later called “ filthy speech” ) 
and op­ 
position to public authority. This was underscored 
recently by the Chief Counsel of the Senate In­ 
ternal Security Subcommittee of the Judiciary 
Committee, J. G. Sourwine. In an interview, he 
told how the communists are actively working on 
students here in the United States. He explained 
how a communist drive on youth was begun more 
than three years ago, with an increased emphasis 
by the Party on college students. 
Why shouldn’t a communist be allowed to teach 
in a school?, Mr. Sourwine was asked. 
“ The reason for this is best explained, I think, 
by a simile. 
When a man builds a granary, he 
builds into the granary every protection he can 
think of against rats because he knows if the 
grain is theres the r a t s will try to get in. A nd 
lf they get in, they’ll spoil the grain. He knows 
this because of the nature of rats with grain. He 
doesn’t have to find a particular rat spoiling a 
particular grain of wheat in order to need pro­ 
tection for his granary or know that he needs it.” 
A veteran of 15 years with the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee, Mr. Sourwine knows that 
every member of the Communist Party has been 
indoctrinated. Each member has been put under 
discipline, has been accepted by the Party, and 
has accepted the responsibility of exploiting any 
situation for the benefit of the party. 
A communist teacher, therefore, is incapable of 
exercising academic Freedom because he is not 
permitted by his obligation to the Party to teach 
anything contrary to the Party line. 
“ The 
whole job of the communist teacher, 
states Mr. Sourwine, “ is to do those things and 
to teach those things which will help the Party 
obtain its objective of gaining the minds of the 
students, gaining control over them where pos­ 
sible, advancing its propaganda and making new 
recruits for the Party.” 
Mr. Sourwine was asked how many tax-supported 
schools and colleges have been used in the last 
few years as platforms for communist speakers. 
“ I think if s safe to say not less than 200 and 
probably not more than 400, although I think the 
total number of appearances by communists on 
college campuses may have exceeded 400 sub­ 
stantially.” 
He explained that the communist purpose is to 
condition the students. 
“ The finest mechanical or electronic computer 
that the mind of man can conceive of will give the 
wrong answers or break down if false data is fed 
into it — at least until the computer has been given 
a sufficient amount of true data to develop within 
the computer an ability to reject 
that which is 
false. 
The 
human mind is the finest computer 
that was ever made (but). . .if false basic prem­ 
ises are fed into it, and it works properly, false 
answers will come out.” 
By reaching for youth at a time when they are 
particularly vulnerable, the Communist 
Party 
hopes to make major gains in its college campus 
campaign. From the college campuses they trans­ 
port them to marches in Washington. The Party 
definitely had a hand in the so-called “ students” 
march on Washington 
last April — a protest 
against United States policy in Vietnam. Back in 
March, the Communist Party National Organiza­ 
tion Department sent a letter to all district of­ 
ficials directing vigorous support of the project. 
That same month the national Headquarters of the 
W .E.B. DuBois Clubs, the party’s youth organiza­ 
tion, sent letters to its branches throughout the 
country calling for their full backing. This mes­ 
sage offered to supply materials. The letters said: 
“ In an effort to rally the broadestand most uni­ 
fied support for protest, the National Office has 
prepared 
for distribution pamphlets, petitions, 
leaflets, and posters. The club name does not 
appear on some of them because they are de­ 
signed 
UEC by anyone who will use them. There 


will be a cost for this massive eltort. 
“ For the first time in many years there is ac­ 
tually a debate raging in the country over our 
foreign policy in the Far East. . .Significant 
voices in labor, religion, and government have 
spoken out against our policy. . .If carried for­ 
ward, stepped up and coordinated, this could be a 
most healthy development (for communism) 
in 
American politics. . . 
“ We are of the firm opinion that at this moment 
it is possible to mobilize massive support for a 
movement to bring peace to Vietnam.. .We there­ 
fore call upon all chapters, members and friends 
of all groups and individuals in a stepped - up 
campaign to end the war in Vietnam.” 
Federal authorities definitely know that last year 
the Kremlin established a huge “ global solidarity” 
fund to finance communist - led student agitation 
throughout the world. 
For this purpose here in 
the United States and in Latin America during 
1965, the Kremlin allocated $100 million. 
A top government official recently told con­ 
gressional leaders: 
“ The 
outbreak of student 
agitation and lawlessness at the University of 
California, and the demonstration in Washington. 
. . .in which numerous communists were involved, 
stem directly from the Kremlin global plan. They 
follow 
the usual communist pattern. This is a 
new sixth column operation of the Kremlin” .

Court Ruling Dents 
Pornography Mailing 


WASHINGTON (AP) -

gresstonal clamor and a contro­ 
versial Supreme Court ruling 
have put a big dent in the mail­ 
order pornography business, the 
government’s chief postal sleuth 
says.

Montague said, since the Su­ 
preme Court ruled 19 months 
ago that lurid advertising may 
be weighed against the defend­ 
ant in obscenity trials.

"I think some of these dealers 
have had second thoughts since 
the Ginzbure case." Montague 
said in an interview.
